So  those  appear  to  be  European  as  ALPR  is  referred  to  as  ANPR  (Automated  Number  Plate  Recognition).  Those  would  appear 
to  identify  you  are  capturing  license  plates  which  relieves  you  of  the  overview  security  from  surveillance  cameras  but 
this  also  provides  the  specific  details  for  countermeasures.  This  is  usually  using  paper  plates,  or  removing  license 
plates  and  similar. 

I  am  only  guessing  a  more  vague  explanation  would  potentially  keep  the  "bad  guys”  wondering  what  is  being  deployed. 
Another  word  I  see  used  a  lot  is  "watch" 

This  city  deploys  an  electronic  "watch"  program! 

City  watch  deployed  here! 

Just  other  possible  suggestions  but  if  you  want  to  just  use  "License  Plate  Recognition"  in  use!  Also  works  and  as  long 
as  you  share  the  information  with  residents  so  they  don't  feel  their  privacy  is  being  impacted,  I  think  you  should  be 
fine.  I  would  also  run  this  by  your  city  attorney.

Mr.  Kearney, 


To  our  knowledge,  none  of  the  city's  that  currently  utilize  our  citywide  cameras  or  ALPR  cameras  currently  have  posted 
signs  of  their  usage.  As  I  had  previously  mentioned  you  have  to  weigh  the  benefits  and  potential  drawbacks  of 
advertising  the  technology. 


Signage  can  potentially  assist  with  keeping  suspects  away  from  your  area  but  you  have  to  make  sure  that  there  is  not  an 
expectation  from  the  residents  or  person(s)  that  because  there  is  electronic  surveillance  being  used,  that  their  safety 
will  be  enhanced,  in  case  something  were  to  happen  (previous  example  of  a  rape  case  that  took  place  in  a  Walmart  parking 
lot  with  signage  that  the  area  was  under  surveillance). 


You  also  don't  want  the  added  "privacy  issues"  and  litigation  from  the  likes  of  the  ACLU  for  privacy  concerns,  hence  we 
try  to  leave  words  like  "surveillance"  out.  Monitoring  sounds  better  but  we  don't  necessarily  monitor  but  record  for 
events . 


Here  are  some  different  variations  of  verbiage  but  it  will  be  up  to  the  city  to  decide  what  they  want  the  signs  to  say 
specifically  convey  to  residents  and  others. 


"This  city  uses  electronic  surveillance  devices" 


"This  city  uses  electronic  collection  devices" 


"This  city  uses  electronic  monitoring  devices"
